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FAMOUS MASONIAN 
DIED SATURDAY AT 
WASHINGTON, D. C. 

Ueneral Wllllum L Marshall, Ex-Chlef 
of Army Engineers, Natlte of 
Mason County, Is Buried In 
Arllngtou Cemetery. 

Brigadier General William U Mnr- 
ahall. 0. S. A., retired, discoverer of 
the Marshall Puss across the Rooky 
Mountains and constructor of the Am- 
brose Channel in New York '.iiirbor. 
died in Washington Saturday night III 
an army hospital after a ehort illness 
Services were held Sunday, fol i.«ed 
by burial in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 

General Marshall was probably the 
most famous sou of Mason county. He 
was boru at Washington, this county 
in 1846, and after lighting In the civil 
war as a cavalry private gained ad 
mission to West Point. He was chief 
of engineers from 1908 to l'JIU, when 
he retired and became consulting en 
glneer to the reclamation service. Ills 
long career in the Engineering Corps 
Included many Important works In the 
West and Middle West. He built levees 
on the Mississippi, harbor Improve- 
ments on Lake Michigan, constructed 
the Heenepln Canal, and made much 
exploration in the region of the Rock 
les. 

He was sent to New York In 1900 
to take charge of the fortifications at 
the eastern and southern entrances to 
the harbor and to improve the main 
channel. It was then that he widened 
the eastern passage so that ships of 
the size of the Mauretania could en- 
ter. 

General Marshall was the inventor 
of various automatic movable damB. 
lock gates and valves. He was a giant 
in stature, weighing more than 300 
pounds and In 1907 was excused from 
taking the nlnety-inlle military horse- 
manship test. 

He is survived by three sisters and 
two brothers, Miss Pannle Marshall 
and Mrs. Sallie Wilkes, of this county 
and Mrs. Lucy Tientlcy, of Kansas and 
Messrs. J. I'axton .Marshall and Hen 
H. Marshall, both of this county.

San Francisco, July 6. — James M. 
Cox, three times governor of Ohio, was 
nominated for the Presidency early 
thtl morning, by Democratic National 
convention in the break-up of one of 
the most prolonged deadlocks In the 
history of national political parties. It 
took forty-four ballots to make a 
choice and it was not until the thirtv 
eighth, when Attorney General Palme 
withdrew from the race, that the long 
succession of roll calls showed auy 
definite trend. In the turnover if the 
Palmer delegates Cox gained t!.e ad- 
vantage over William G. McAdoo, his 
rival for first place since early In the 
balloting, Biid that advantage Wt« 
never lost. 

When the scattering Palmer dele- 
gates, who. after being released, had 
swung to McAdoo, drifted over Into the 
Cox camp in increasing numbers and 
Cox began to take a commanding place 
in the balloting, Cox gained more than 
a majority and the fight was easy. Tht 
convention stampeded to him. Hung 
aside its rules, aud made his nomina- 
tion unanimous with a shout 

A terrific uproar followed. The 
whole- masB of delegates threw them- 
selves into a final wild demonstration, 
greater than any of the orgies of nol • ; 
that had precceded. 

In the midst of the din, Chairman 
Robinson succeeded in restoring a 
semblance of order to get the adjorru- 
ment until noon so that Governor 
Cox's wishes as to his teammate could 
be learned. 

E. H. Moore, of Voungstown, O., na- 
tional committeeman from the sta' 
and leader of the tireless and uphill 
light that won the nomination for the 
Ohio governor, said it had been .vade 
without promises. The struggle *as 
exceded in voting duration in iv » 
cratlc annals only by the fieiht at Hal 
timore in 1912 which gave tho Presi- 
dent his first nomination on the 45th 
ballot. 

Just who the Vice Presidential nom- 
inee will be is quite a question. Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Meredith, Frank- 
lin D. Koosevelt. Governor Smith of 
New York, and Ambassador Davis, of 
West Virginia, seem the favorites. It 
is not though that the convention will 
be long In selecting the nominee for 
second place.

DISCONTENT FOSTERED 
BY THE WILSON REGIME 

Riddlck, of Montana, Says False Prom-

Wasbingon. — "Nation-wide discon- 
tent, the increase of radicalism and 
even socialism, the strikes and threats 
of violence, the uniting of hundreds of 
thousands of farmers of great Western 
states Into organizations for self pro- 
tection and redress, are unmistakable 
ovldeunce of dissatisfaction that exist 
the nation over, dissatisfaction with 
governmental affairs as conducted un- 
der the autocratic policies of Woodrow 
Wilson and his Democratic adminis- 
tration." 

I This is the declaration of Represen- 
tative Cary W, Riddlck, of Montana, 
| one of the ardent Republican friends 
of the farmer In Congress. In a speech 
ho arraigns in ringing terms the false 
promises of the Wilson administration, 
He continues: 

"Things do not just happen in thh 
world. There is a cause for the high 
cost of living. There Is n cause for the 
decreased product lun and general 

shortage of thing! we 1 There is a 

reason for the general demoralized 
condition of affairs in the Nation 
There is n reason for the radical ex- 
pressions from producers In city and 
country nnd the organized expressions

Pastor Barbour Delights Large Audi- 
on Subject of Heavenly 
Sunday.

Dr. John Barbour, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church delighted a very 
large audience Sunday morning on a 
subject of great interest 

The text chosen was: 

Luke xvl:9: "I say unto you make to 
yourselves friends of the mammon of 
unrighteousness, that, when ye fall, 
they may receive you Into everlasting 
habitations." 

He said in part: The belief in the re- 
union of friends in heaven is a part of 
the general Christian faith. Vet there 
are some who seem to feel that there 
is no certainty of this, that it is a 
matter entirely of speculation. I be- 
lieve, however, that there are explicit 
statements in the Word that justify 
the hope, but if there were not, I 
should hold it just as confidently. 

There is no more thoughtless idea 
than that everything we believe must 
rest upon a positive "Thus saith the 
Lord." Why the church of God had no 
positive teaching of immortality for 
all the centuries before Christ. Never- 
theless it was the general belief of the 
church. Abraham grasped It very 
clearly and when Christ came he re- 
buked the literallsts who rejected it 
He cited the uame of God as "the God 
of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.'" God is 
not the God of the dead, said He, but 
of the living. They should have seen 
that truth In that Scripture. There is 
no one misses the real meaning of the 
Bible oftener than the crass Uiteralist 
who holds on to the letter and forgets 
the spirit. 

Now, I believe, that this truth lies 
In the very nature of intelligent be- 
ing. It requires an object similar to 
itself to come to its fullest self. "It 
is not good for man to be alone." 
Adam's mind and heart could not have 
be.»» developed without u mate, ami 
that dependence on others for fullest 
development goes over into the eter- 
nal world. If God was not all thai 
man needed in Eden then he will not 
be all that he needs In heaven. 

The faculties of man's mind must 
operate so long as he is a man. Take 
memory, for Instance. Is It conceiv- 
able that the mind could start in 
heaven a blank Without memories or 
heart ties essential to its happiness if 
not to its very life? If heaven Is a 
progress beyond this stale, it does not 
begin with the annihilation of so 
fundamental a part of our nature. 

"Your heart shall live forever," says 
one Scripture. If human happiness is 
not largely dependent on human fel- 
lowships, then we do not know any-

thing distinctive about humanity, and 
the French revolutionists were right — 
"death is an eternal separation." 

Then there are the Christian graceB. 
Love, here, Is the very test of dls- 
clpleshlp. As Bernard said: "It Is the 
completion of man's education by 
God." But love implies companion- 
ship and service in heaven. 
"It soweth here In toll and care 
But the harvest time of love is 
there." 

Growth in knowledge too implies 
sympathy. We grow more and more 
toward each other. 

Now all this raises a powerful pre- 
sumption for the belief we are consid- 
ering. It rests, therefore, with those 
denying it to adduce a single Scripture 
negativing- it. We have a right to say: 
"If that which buds In grace Is not 
to bloom 

In bliss and thou canst prove it so, 
say on." 

But there is also positive evidence 
In the Scriptures. It is said that the 
patriarchs were "gathered to their 
fathers." Does that mean nothing 
more than the laying of their bones 
together in one place? But Abraham 
was not laid in his father's sepulchre, 
and Moses, of whom it was used, no 
man knoweth of his spulchre and as a 
fact he appeared in glory in his own 
body at the transfiguration. At the 
death of his. child David cried: "1 
shall go to him, but he shall not re- 
turn to me." 

In the transliguratioii scene on 
Mount Herman we have a very pic- 
ture of the heavenly recognition. 
Moses and Ellus associated in heaven 
and came down and are recognized by 
Peter and the others, and they talk to- 
gether about Christ's coming decease. 

Turn unother page and thero is the 
picture of Lazarus lying in Abraham's 
bosom. What can that mean but that 
the lowliest of the redeemed are to 
know and commune with the greatest 
there? 

Paul assured the grieving Thessa- 
lonlana that their believing friends 
were not lost to them but that they 
were to meet In Christ's presence 
when He comes. Where Is any truth 
or fact taught clearer than that? 

All the representations of Heaven 
imply this. It is a holy society, a 
kingdom, a family, a city— all of which 
Implies the gathering together of their 
members. Its music is a chorus. Our 
Savior pictured It In the fourteenth of 
John as a home, but what Is a home 
without its unions, Its greetings and 
Its services in common? If it were not 
so I would have told you," said the 
Master, thus legitimating the natural 
Inferences that we draw from such fig- 
ures. 

What an impulse to holy living, 
what a valuation this puts on our 
earthly friendships? "If I thought," 
suld Richard Baxter, "that 1 should 
never know them there I should In 
reason number them with temporal 
things and only love them as such." 

Next to the favor of God, which is 
life Itself, our wealth in hcaveu will be 
measured by the friendships we have 
there, the circles Into which we can 
move with sympathy. 

Christ says in our text "Make 
friends with your money who will re- 
ceive you when you enter the heaveu 
ly gates." And Is this not an explicit 
statement of heavenly recognition? He 
is not dealing with that truth special- 
ly here, but In connection with his 
teaching on the right stewardship of 
money He says: "I'se It so that It may 
bring you friends to greet you in your 
everlasting home." 

Every soul made better of helped 
by your sacrifice will be waiting to 
welcome you up yonder. That poor 
child that you helped out of poverty 
and shame will be there to give you 
greeting aud add to your happiness in 
heaven. Dusky faces from China, India 
and Africa will press forward to meet 
those who sent them the hospitals 
which brought them their sight and 
their knowledge of the Son of God. 

But above all our own dear ones are 
to be restored to us. I believe that 
where families are distinctively Chris- 
tian they will have closer association 
together there. The family Is the very- 
type of heaven. God Himself has a be- 
loved Son. That cannot be abandoned 
which exists bo essentially In human 
life. I believe that Abraham the father 
oftho faithful and Sarah the mother of 
the faithful will be especially dear to 
ach other there. 

'There the child has found Its mother 

There the mother finds her child, 
There dear friends are gathered 
That were scattered in the wold." 
Let us look forward then with de- 
light to this manifestation of the sons 
of God, and let us labor and pray that 
>ve may help to Increase the blessed- 
ness of the redeemed, and that none 
that are moBt dear to us may be mlBs- 
ing In that great day of rejoicing In 
the presence of God and of the holy 
angels.
